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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Oaims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chuang et al (US 2003/0100408). 

Chuang discloses a resonator comprising a shell (10) having a pole (top of shell) 
held by a support rod , the shell having an annular edge (the bottom, horizontal surface 
of the shell, generally 40) defined by an inside surface and an outside surface (see fig. 
2, for example) that are substantially hemispheres and that extend around a common 
axis of revolution, wherein a center of the inside surface and a center of the outside 
surface are offset relative along the axis of revolution to each other with a 
predetermined distance between the centers and a radius of the inside surface is 
different from the radius of the outside surface in such a manner that the shell presents 
a thickness along the annular edge that is greater than the thickness that the presents 
in the vicinity of the pole (fig. 2).

Regarding claim 4, the centers of the inside and outside surfaces of the shell 
extend on either side of a plane containing the annular edge.
